Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicants' Representatives pointed out that the foreign priority 
document of the instant application has an earlier effective date than the cited prior art of Latenschlager et al. '381 and 
Peuchert et al. '124. The Examiner agreed that the date was earlier but stated to overcome the rejection the priority 
document needed to be perfected by filing a certified English translation of the priority document. The examiner further 
indicated that these references might further necessitate an obviousness type double patent rejection. As to the prior 
art of Nishizawa et al. Applicants' Representative asserted that the two anticipatory Examples did not o.-.ov* have the 
glass transformation temperature (Tg), since the examples show a strain point below the recited Tg limitation. The 
Examiner explained that this was not persuasive since the Tg of a glass is higher than the strain point of the glass 
based on viscosity. The Examiner stated that one of ordinary skill in the art would expect that the Tg of a glass, with a 
strain point of 680 °C, would be greater than 700 °C. Applicant's Representative stated that they would further discuss 
this with the Applicants'. 
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
